Mr. Hughes is a man of mental and 
moral integrity, and he -would hare noth- 
ing to gain by compromising his intellec- 
tual honesty for what would certainly be 
the empty honor of serving as a puppet 
secretary of state to one who does not 
rank him in ability. Neither may we ex- 
pect Mr. Hughes to play horse to the sen- 
atorial whip, even though we have Mr. 
Penrose's word that the senate and the 
senate alone will determine the foreign 
policies of the new administration. 


Mr. Hughes has an exceptional oppor- 


tunity to serve bis country in the present 
critical State of international relations, 
and it is obvious that he can perform that 
service only through ..exercise of those 
qualities of leadership and straight think- 
ing that have distinguished his previous 
service, and not by tamely submitting to 
senatorial dictation or to the colorless re- 
flection of executive ideas. The truth is 
that Mr. Harding has no definite opinions 
about foreign policy.

And the reason he thinks it impro- 
bable is that he cannot believe the la- 
dies have changed that much since the 
stone age. He doubts that they were

Now Mr. Chesterton challenges you 


to pause and consider how much you 
really know about anything. Tou have 
definite opinions about fiction. Have 
you ever studied it? Do you really 
read anything but the magazines and 
the best sellers? Is there actually 
any 
reason to believe that your 


opinion of a book is worth £ whoop to 
anyone? 


And so of politics, art, music and 


science. What are these glib opinions 
of yours actually based upon? What 
books have you read on these sub- 
jects? If called upon to write down 
all that you knew about one of them, 
how much could you write, and what 
would the sensed be worth? 


Mr. Chesterton expresses the opin- 


ion that the ignorant peasant, who 
sometimes cannot even read or write, 
is very important to civilization, per- 
haps the best part ot it. Why? Be- 
cause the peasant at least knows what 
he knows and also what he does not 
know. He knows some things about 
birds and beasts and stars and trees 
and he can tell you about these in an 
interesting way. It would never oc- 
cur to him to express his opinions on 
things he really knew nothing about. 
He therefore remains, in a world of 
cheap words and easy pretense, a val- 
uable stronghold of simplicity, faith 
and intellectual honesty—things of 
which most of us have long since lost. 


Mr. Chesterton speaks politely, iron- 


ically, somewhat obscurely.

The State and Our Defective CUfaeas 


The defectives and the dependents 


give rise to a social problem of seri- 
ous importance. The former may be 
classified as the physical, the intel- 
lectual and the moral defectives; and 
the latter may be considered as com- 
prising two groups—the economically 
defective and the economically unfor- 
tunate.

"Boys, we need a stretcher that we 
•an send down a ladder," Chief George 
P. McGillan told his men. "With all 
these dormitories and the hospital, we 
don't know when we will be obliged 
to carry somebody out, unconscious." 


Jacob Lohn and Chris Deltgen 


worked out the device pictured above, 
carrying out the composite ideas of 
Chief McGSllan and the other members 
of the force. It is a stretcher with 
steel tubing at each side to serve as 
runners. These pieces curve off near 
the end, serving as handles by which 
the stretcher may be carried. 


The wide board on which the patient 


lies is padded so there will be no seri- 
ous shock. 
Straps are provided at 


each end by which the body can be 
fastened in securely, making it un- 
necessary to hold on as the stretcher 
descends. Heavy canvas flaps at each 
side are thrown over the patient and 
buckled In a few seconds, preventing- 
harm from fire or exposure. 


One or two men at the top of a lad- 


der can operate the device. It travels 
along the ladder rungs and Is kept 
from running off either side by the 
raised edges of the ladder. The curved 
ends of the runners prevent it from 
catching on the rungs. A rope is at- 
tached at the top to prevent it from 
gaining momentum a«< it descends. 


Persons can be removed from the 


first, second or third stories of a 
burning building with comparative 
ease by using this unique stretcher? 


It can be pulled up and down a ladder 
rapidly, with firemen at the top And 
bottom t(J strop victims in and release 
them. 


There have been times when it was 


necessary for firemen to carry persons 
down a ladder from second stories 
on their backs. It appears simple, but 
is usually a load too heavy for one 
man, and places both the firemen and 
the person in danger because the 
rescuer might fall. 


The stretcher is carried on the hook 


and ladder truck, covered with a wa- 
terproof wrapper. It has been tested 
out several times at the fire station to 
make aure that it is practical. The 
picture shows the de.vice descending a 
ladder from the second story of the 
Oncida-st. house. Jacob Lohn^ is the 
"victim" taking the ride. 


Another safety device recently added 


to the hook and ladder equipment is 
a life net. It folds up in quarter sec- 
tions while carried on the truck. The 
outer ring is made of steel tubing and 
the parts clamp together firmly when 
in use so it cannot collapse as the 
firemen hold it. The net is made of 
heavy canvas. It is surrounded by 
rods on which arc coil springs. These 
lay flat against the canvas, but point 
downward as on object strikes the net. 
The springs absorb the force of the 
plunge, preventing the net from strik- 
ing the ground and injuring the per- 
son. The device is 10 feet in diameter 
when spread out.
